NO BRITISH CHOIR 
FOR ZIMRIYA ? 


Team Without Funds

response by. British Jewry 
within the next few days, the London 
Jewish Male Choir will not be taking 
part in the Zimriya in Israel this year. 
This disquieting news was given to 
me on Monday by Mr. Benedict Del- 
man, the Chairman of the Friends of 
Zimriya and a Vice- President of the 
choir. 


The members of the choir, 
man pointed out, 


Mr. Del- 
have for. nearly thirty 
years given their services without thought 
of reward and with very little recognition 
from the public. They feel, among other 
things, that the organisers of charity 
entertainments ought to utilise the choir 
far more often than they do. 

The London Jewish Male Choir had 
been allotted a solo réle in the Zimriya 
parade, and the greatest interest has been 
aroused. in their visit throughout Israel. 
Indeed, .one Israeli sympathiser has 
offered to: put. up the sum of $750— 
almost as much as has been 
the entire Anglo-Jewish community. 
There will be deep disappointment in 
Israel if Britain is not represented at 
the ‘Festival. 

Finland, with its tiny Jewish com- 
munity, is sending a choir, Mr. Delman 
pointed out. So. is Ireland. Only Anglo- 
Jewry lags behind. 

Little time remains to avert what would 
be, in the view of Mr.. Delman and 
others, a calamity. Another £3,000. 1s 
needed, and is needed this week. I am

Easing Tension 
Dr. Perlzweig has stated here that it 
would be “ premature and fundamentally 
irrelevant at this stage”’ to make any 
demand to the Big Four on specifically 


Jewish questions. The first Jewish demand 
must be for a maximum effort to achieve 


peace and relax tension. Should the 
Gene va conference be successful, he said, 
‘new fruitful opportunities will be 


opened so that we can Present our pro- 
posals to the Big: Powers later.” 

They would, he added, approach the 
Powers concerned aS an. mternational 
organisation not tied to any particular 
Government, but reflecting the common 
Jewish desire to have the same oppor- 
tunity as other groups of maintaining 
and developing their 
culture. 

They had to be careful that the Jews 
did not become pawns in-the Cold War. 
East European. Jews, he said, were not 
the wards of any one Western Power, and 
it did not render them a service to sug- 
gest, however unwittingly, that they were. 

The Jewish Labour Committee, which 
had sought a unified approach by Ameri- 
can Jewish organisations to’ Mr. Dulles 
on this que stion, has now announced that 
it will “ utilise Labour forces on the: side 
of Tron Curtain Jewry.”

By permission of the Provost of 
University College a series of nine 
lectures on Anglo-Jewish history. are 
to be given from April to July next 
year, under the joint: auspices, IS 
hoped. of the departments of Hebrew 
and History. This was announced by 
the Hon. Ewen Montagu, C.B.E., Q.C., 
presiding at a meeting of the Ter- 
centenary Council of the Resettlement 
of the Jews in the British Isles, at the 
West London Synagogue, 33 Seymour 
Place. W.Il. on Thursday of last week. 

They would be held either the 
Gustave Tuck Hall or in one of the Col- 
lege lecture theatres. These arrangements 
have been made largely through the good 
offices of the Vice-President, Lord Cohen. 

The series of lectures will comprise: (1) 
Resettlement of the Jews in England, 
1656: (2) Jews of the Resettlement; (3) 
Eighieenth-century Anglo-Jewry (4) The 
Fmancipation Period: (5) The New Com- 
munity; (6) Jewish Scholarship in Eng- 


land: (7) Christian-Jewish Relationship: , 


(8) Commonwealth Jewry: and (9) The 
Siructure of Anglo-Jewry Today. 

It was hoped, he wen on, that some 
of them. would also be given at provin- 
cial universities, 


Dinner at Guildhall 


The Council, he continued, desired to 
start the celebrations with a joint. ser- 
vice at the Bevis Marks.

SCHOOL-MEALS SERVICE 
Need for Regularised Income

At Monday's meeting of the 
Council of the Kosher School-Meals 
Service. over which the Chairman, 
Mr. Hyman Gerstler, presided at 
Woburn House, Miss B. J. Barwell 
suggested that a conference be con- 
vened by the Hon. Officers and 
Executive of interested parties to see 
if some regularised income could be 
obtained, which’ would make the 
spread of the Service possible without 
its having to be dependent upon the 
present limited income at its disposal. 

Mr. lL. Sklar said it was apparent that 
something was wrong with a community 
which, while it was Orthodox, had “cold 
feet’ when it came to supporting a 
service which existed to provide children 


with kasher meals. 


Mr. S. J. Frankfurt declared: is 


unfortunate that the Service should : be 


considered the poor relation of communal 
endeavour.” 

The Chairman said they would cer- 
tainly bear the suggestion in mind, . The 
work of the Service, he said, was expand- 
ing rapdily. But that extension could 
only be maintained with the active 
support of all nmrembers. 

Presenting. the Report of the Hon. 
Officers and Executive Committee, Mr. 
Gerstler said that. the result of the 
Pesach Appeal amounted to £1,250. The 
response from some areas Where centres 
had been opened at great cost to the 
Service. he said, .was “very poor 
indeed.

INSTITUTE OF JEWISH STUDIES 
Anglo-European Conference Planned 


A two-day conference of the 
Academic Advisory Board of the 
Institute of Jewish Studies, Manches- 
ter, was held recently to review the 
academic work of the Institute and 
make plans for future activities.

ORT’S 75th ANNIVERSARY CONGRESS 
More Youths to be Trained 


By our Special Correspondent 


GENEVA... 


A concentrated effort to give voca- 
tional training to even larger numbers 
of Jewish youths in Europe, North 
Africa, and Persia, who will ultimately 
work mainly in Israel, and to intensify 
technical education in Israel itself, 1s 
to be made in the next few years by 
the Ort as a_ result of important 
decisions taken at the 75th anniversary 
congress of the organisation, which 
just ended here. 


This, the third World Congress of Ort, 
was attended by about 100 delegates from 
19 countries, including a delegation from 
‘Britain, the United States, South Africa, 
North Africa, and. most European 
‘countries. Greetings (unsigned) were 
received from Jews in Eastern Europe. 

The congress was formally declared 
open by the leader of the British delega- 
tion, Mr. A. J. Halpern, whose father, a 
high official in Tsarist Russia, was among 
the founders of Ort 75 years ago. 

Dr. William Haber, | Professor — of 
Economics at Michigan University, and 
President of the American Federation of 
Ort, was elected Chairman of. the 83- 
member Board. The new executive will 
have 25 members. Three seats were left 
ger for the British Ort, which, as a result 
of some criticism of its activities or rather 
lack of activities, is to undergo reorganisa- 
uion. 

There was considerable  disappoint- 
ment among. delegates at what was 
generally described as the “decline” of 
the British Ort. But the British dele- 
gates, who left somewhat earlier than 
others, in a letter to the President pro- 
mised to intensify their efforts in future. 


Dr. A. Syngalowski, the Chairman of the 
Executive, told me that he intends to call 
next year in London a special conference 
of representatives of the British and Com- 
monwealth branches to form a federation 
of Ort, which will include the. British, 
Canadian, South African, and other Com- 
monwealth groups. 

To enable Ort to intensify its work, the 
congress. issued an appeal to all Jewish 
communities to increase their contribu- 
tions to Ort organisations. During the 
past Six years, it was stated, some 80,000 
pupils had received training in Ort schools 
in Eurepe and North Africa, and other

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ELECTIONS IN 
ISRAEL 


ON July 26, 1,050,000 Israeli citizens aged 18 
and upwards, of both sexes--among them 
80.000 Arabs—will have the right to record 
their votes in 2,000 polling booths, to 
elect 120 members to the Third Knesset of the 
State of Israel. They will vote for one of 19 
lists (Israel allows itself the luxury of a 
multiplicity of political parties) and not for 
- individuals. Not only is the choice wide ; it 
js also confusing, for there are paradoxes: 


a conservative party (the General Zionists) 


which advocates nationalisation ; a socialist 
party (Mapai) which promises encouragement 
to private enterprise ; a fighting party (Cherut, 
offspring of the former Revisionist Party and 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi) which has produced a 
““neace programme”; a Communist party 


which is willing to have ties with Arab States — 


governed by reactionary rulers; and a 
religious front which has split on social 
questions. In the election campaign, the main 
issues argued by all parties except Cherut are 
the domestic economic problems. Cherut 1s 
trying to capture the stage with its sensational 
peace cry through a plan of “ unification of 
. [Mandatory] Palestine ” which they claim will 
appeal to “all people of good will. who are 
interested in peace in the Middle East,” 
includirig the Arabs. There seems much 
agreement among the parties on. general 


foreign policy (except, of course, for the: 


Communists), but the problems of border 
security cut-across party loyalties. 

The central party, and the one with the 
most power, is Mapai. It is fighting on two 
fronts: on one side against the General 


Zionists, who claim that since they joined the. 


coalition Government a freer economy has 
made life materially easier for the people ; 
and on the other against the Left parties of 
Achdut Avoda and Mapam, with whom it 
contends for the workers’. votes. . Mapai 
counters General Zionist arguments by assert- 
ing that the latter have brought none of their 
promised benefits to the country, either 
internally or externally, through participation 
yin the Government. ©The. main. quarrel 
between these parties, however, is on the place 
of the Histadrut and its economic institutions 
in the State. The General Zionists want them 
nationalised; arguing that huge monopolies in 
the hands ‘ot trade umons is tantamount. to 
totalitarianism. Mapai stands upon the fact 
that it is the Histadrut and its companies 
which are developing the country and which 
give work to two-thirds of the working popu- 
lation. In accordance with its. previous 
declarations, Mapai has: made one of. the 
stoutest planks in its platform the substitu- 
tion. of direct parliamentary. representation 
for the present proportional representation. 
In. this it is alone voice. The General 
Zionists. are. making Mapai almost the sole 
target of their attacks because. they regard 
the elections as practically straight. fight 
between the two of them, with all the others 
“merely at the ringside. [They have an alterna- 
trve plan for imtroducing direct representation 
in Stages, instead of the bewildering revolu- 
tion desired by Mapai. 

lhe interest of the elections, however, hes 
less in the relative strengths. ot. the parties 
of the country they will produce: te put it 
simply, will Mr. Davip BEN-GURION come 
hack as Primve Minister ? Mr. BEN-GURION 
personally stands for the return of his party 
with ar absolute majority so that he will be 
free to implement his own. programme. 
According to reports, he believes in the possi- 
bility of such an outcome, but he appears to 


be alone in that belief. The party has suffered 
: number of blows lately: including the 
impheations of the KASTNER~GRUENWALD 
case. and the strike of semor crvil servants and 
academic. staffs. w hose demands Mapai, 
although Knowing that this may. cost 
thousands of votes. 1s stoutly. resisting in 
order to prevent further inflation. As a 
counter-balance to these reverses is the per-

which they will reveal, than in the leadership 
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bewildered many of his former most ardent 
admirers, yet he is still the most colourful 
personality in the State. There is no doubt 
that within Mapai itself there is a division of 
opinion as to his and Mr. SHaRETT’s relative 
merits as Prime Minister, although a decision 
whether to return to that office still seems 
to be within Mr. BeN-GurIONn’s own dis- 
cretion. The differences between Mr. BEN- 
GuRION’S activism and Mr. SHARETTS 
moderation are important factors in this 
situation, since each has his followers, and 
critics, in the party. 

Since there is virtually no doubt that Mapai 
will emerge from the elections as the largest 
party in the country, it will naturally devolve 
upon its leader, whether Mr. BEN-GURION OF 
Mr. SHARETT, to form new coalition 
Government. partnership of Mapai, 
Achdut Avoda (not too far to the left!), and 
Hapoel’ Hamizrachi (not too fanatically 
religious |!) would certainly be acceptable to 
Mr. BeN-GuRION, especially as he has not yet 
lost hope that the former will one day affiliate 
to Mapai and the latter will join the Histadrut. 


If. however. the General Zionists have to be: 


included (which now appears very unlikely 
in view of the breakdown of the present 
partnership) and/or the more extreme 


religious parties, Mr. Ben-Gurion. would. 


again be subjected to that “ political black- 
mail” from which, as one of the mental strains 


he could not endure, he fled to Sde Boker.. 
The general opinion is that he will return to 


the leadership of the country, but nothing can 
be taken for granted. 


Almost all parties pay lip-service to the 
desirability, in view of the many fundamental 
problems still facing the State, of having a 
national Government “from wall to wall.” 
In practice they show no great willingness to 
sink their differences or bury even old and 
Experience has shown that 
Mr. SHARETT has a better chance of coming 
to an amicable agreement with the other 
parties than Mr. BEN-GuRION.. If the former 
is less ardently admired he is also less bitterly 
opposed, and the opposition is less towards 
him than towards his policy, which is not the 
case with Mr. Ben-Gurion. Mapam would 
very much like to savour participation in the 
Government. It declares that Mapai must 
choose either Mapam or the General 
Zionists ; it cannot have allies from both the 
Left and the Right. Mapam sees as reason- 
able a union of the forces of Mapai, Achdut 
Avoda (with whom it says it has only organi- 


sational differences), itself, the religious 
parties (or: preferably only Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi), and. the Progressives (Liberals). 


Achdut Avoda makes no bones about it : it 
will, it declares, fight. for a place in the 
Government. The religious parties will need 
little inducement to remain in a coalition with 


Mapai, provided their minimum demands for. 
religious safeguards are met. 


Governments of Israel have in all been 
rather precariously balanced, but it must be 
admitted that generally they have done a 
remarkably fine job of work, thoughtfully 
But what the 
country has lacked throughout these years is 
an effective Opposition. The parties opposed 
to Mapai are divided even more _ fiercely 
against each other, The result has been 
unfortunate for Mapai, for, without having a 
real majority, it has been able to act as if 
it had, and has consequently strongly 
tended to assume a. blindness towards the 
distinction between its party and the State. 
What therefore must be hoped for out of these 
parliamentary elections is not so much a good 
Government—which by now can be taken for 
granted—as an Opposition which will be

SERMONS 


IN the course of his long life JOHN WESLEY 
is. said- to have» given ‘more than forty 
thousand sermons, and in the great denomi- 
nation which he founded preaching has 
always held a place of great importance. 
It was in the fitness of things, therefore, 
that in his presidential address to the 
Methodist Conference Dr. LeEstre WEATHER- 
HEAD should have called attention to “ the 
glaring inadequacy ” of many contemporary 
sermons. In Judaism the sermon holds a 
less dominant place. The institution is of 
respectable antiquity, since the utterances of 
the prophets and the midrashim of the rabbis 
were doubtless the homilies of their day.

But the institution waned to such an extent 
that at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
the vernacular sermon, like the choir, became 
an object of contention between the innova-

heretical. The regular sermon became an 
established institution in the synagogues of 
this country, though in a service which 1s 
governed by elaborate ritual it can never 
have the importance which it attains In 
services such as those of the Methodists or 


of certain Reform Jews who cast fixity of | 


ritual aside. To our Sefardi brethren, how- 
ever, the pulpit discourse is still a compara- 
tive rarity. 

The sermon can be a valuable means of 
religious instruction, and although those 
who claim-that they are expert Talmudists 
often consider themselves entitled to sniff at 
the light fare of which these homilies 
consist, there is no doubt that the ordinary 
worshipper is attracted by a compelling 
For all this, if must regretfully be 


our community. Is it because contemporary 
preachers lack conviction or training, or 
because the Sabbath morning sermon has 
become just another piece of ritual, con- 
ventionally sandwiched between the Reading 
of the Law and the Musaf Service ? 


But the laity need to ask themselves 
whether they give the preacher the indepen- 
dence which encourages him to speak the 
There is often a sugges- 
tion of censorship from the Wardens’ Box 
(or the Head Office of the United Syna- 
gogue) which warns the minister of the 
penalties that flow from trespassing from 
the conventional paths and keeps the timid 
among them to what Dr. WEATHERHEAD 
described as the “ old clichés and old slogans 
and forms which the very poverty of the 
ministry and the emptiness of the churches 
It is this 
fear of the unconventional which often helps 
to rob of conviction the service of the 
synagogue, and of such an atmosphere a 
debilitated pulpit is the natural outcome. 


LONE VOYAGER 


AT this season of the year many members 
of the community are enjoying or antici- 
pating the delights of the seaside. The gaze 
of an ever-increasing number is being fixed 
on the far-extending vistas and wide 
expanses of the ocean, and the salt tang 
of the briny assails our nostrils. It will 
therefore be doubly refreshing and invigor- 
ating to our spirits to look at the nautical 
picture on page 26. This depicts Mr. JOSEPH 
HAVKINS, a much-travelled Israeli sailor, on 
board -his blue-and-white 23-foot sloop, 
which is. appropriately named Lamerhak 
(literally, ““ To Afar!”). This adventurous 
seaman seems to be as enterprising and 
resourceful as was that ancient Greek, the 
renowned Opysseus (about. whom, we 
notice, Mr. Louis GOLDING has just written 
a book). Like Opyssgus, also, Mr. HAVKINS 
finds it difficult to remain long ashore in any 
harbour. Last summer he sailed his little 
boat on a lone trip. across the Atlantic. 
from Spain via the Canary Islands to the 
West Indies and thence to New York. Now 
—-with stores of salami, canned borscht, and 
other provisions—-he has resumed his round- 
the-world voyage. In undertaking one of the 
most ambitious navigational projects of recent 
years, he states that his main purpose is to 
“show the Israeli flag where it has never 
been seen.” After calling at Havana, he 
will sail for Panama, where he intends to 
sign on a second crew member—a parrot— 
to keep. him company during the long 
voyage across the Pacific. ._He hopes to 
reach Melbourne in time for the Olympic 
Games in 1956. From Australia he will 
travel to India and across the Indian Ocean 
to South Africa, and then back across the 
Atlantic to New York. Finally, he intends 
to return across the Atlantic, calling at 
British and other European ports on his way 
back to Israel. He anticipates that the trip 
will take him four or five years. And 
perhaps—who knows ?—by that time the 
Arab neighbours of Israel will have become 
reasonable and .a peace treaty will be in 
force between them, so that Mr. HAvVKINS 
may safely and proudly sail his little vessel 
past the (dismantled) Egyptian and Saudi 
Arabian shore batteries at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Aqaba and land finally at the port 


of Elath! But in any event, we wish him 
bon voyage.

GENERAL WINGATE 


Fighter in Palestine 
Gideon Goes to War : The Story of Wingate. 


“By LeonarpD Mostey. Arthur Barker. \4s, 


Reviewed by

This is a book recently serialised in the 
SUNDAY Express. The author is a professional 
journalist who knew Wingate in East Africa 
during World War II and has since visited Israe| 
in order to reconstruct a picture of Winegate’s 
activities there during the Arab Rebellion of 
1936-38. I learned much from the book 
especially about Wingate’s service in the Sudan 
Defence Force before he ever came to Palestine 

I myself Knew Wingate in Palestine : he was 
my neighbour in Jerusalem and we had many 
long talks together The picture of him given 
by Mr. Mosley is accurate, if unvarnished. |; 
cannot, however, be welcome to. his family. who 
have been recently at pains to indicate that 


someone else has been commissioned to write. 


the official biography of Wingate. 


The trouble with Mr. Mosley’s book jis that 


he has struggled hard to be bright and lively, 
Conversations many years ago between people 
now dead are given in quotation marks as if 
they had been recorded at the time, whereas 
in fact they are but figments of Mr. Mosley’s 
imagination, as the sort of thing that might 
have been said. This is a dangerous pastime. 
As an account of Wingate’s military exploits. 
the book is weak. It does not explain in detail 
Wingate’s specific contribution to the theory of 
long-range patrols (for example, his. proposed 
code for junior column commanders, allowing 
them to shoot British deserters rather than bring 
them back through enemy territory for court- 
martial). It does not give sober estimates of 
the practical military value of Wingate’s opera: 
tions in East Africa and in Burma. It does not 
even include maps of these operations. Mr. 
Mosley admits—what is true—that. the first 
long-range patrols in Burma were not a military 
necessity, as the campaign of which they were 
to form part had been abandoned. The heavy 
casualties were a high price to pay for keeping 
Wingate’s organisation in existence. | 


‘Zionist Sympathies 


Several important facts in Wingate’s life are 
unmentioned. Wingate told me that his father 
had been a British Israelite and, when | said 
that this more than accounted for his interest 
in Zionism, he protested violently that the one 
had nothing to do. with the. other. But it 
obviously had. 

Mr. Mosley correctly says that Wingate was 
wounded in one of his sorties against the Arab 
rebels in Palestine ; but he does not. mention 
that, as Wingate told me himself, he had been 
wounded by one of his own men, having care- 
lessly got into the line of fire of a Bren-gun in 
the dark. 

Wingate was not sent home from Palestine 
because he was pro-Jewish or led Jews against 
Arabs, but because he had put the wishes of the 
Jewish Agency before those of the British 
Government with whom at that time it was 
closely collaborating. After the back of the 
Arab Rebellion had been: broken, the Army 
properly decided to disband the Night Squads. 
Wingate vigorously protested on the ground that 
the Jewish Agency would not like this, and was 
reminded that, as a British officer, his first duty 
was to the Army. | 

Mr. Mosley also fails to mention that it was 
the late Victor Cazalet, M.P., who persuaded the 
Army to rescue. Wingate from his Anti-Aircraft 
Brigade in England where he was eating his 
heart out and to send him-again to the Middle 
East. 

The book is marred by a number of. misprints: 
“ Yubashi” for the Turkish rank of Yuzbashi: 
camelteers’” for cameleers.; Zaslan,” 
“Syme,” and “Sireni,” in place of Zaslani, 
Symes, and Sereni. Mr. Mosley also confuses 
Brigadier Iltyd Clayton of the Second World 
War with his elder brother. Brigadier Gilbeit 
Clayton, who was the friend of Colonel T. E. 
Lawrence in the First World War.

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WHITHER FRENCH 


HE synagogues of France 

today, I was told by a 

prominent communal leader 
in that country, are no longer places 
of worship; they are historical 
monuments. They are sacred 
edifices ; but they lack, except on 
rare occasions, worshippers. 

The statement is, perhaps, too much 
of a generalisation. It is not true of 
Paris, nor of the wider area of Alsace- 
Lorraine. But of provincial France 
as a whole, it is alas! undeniable. 

Indeed, how can it be otherwise ? 
There are approximately 20 rabbis in 
Paris, ten in Alsace-Lorraine. and for 
the whole.of the rest of France about 
a dozen. If French youth are drift- 
ing away from Judaism, one of the 
main causes is the lack of teachers. 


Small Provincial Communities 


The problem is not one that will 
be easily solved ; and one of the most 
vital factors is the economic. one. 
French provincial communities are 
small—-outside Paris there is probably 
hardly one that can compare in size 
with our larger. provincial centres— 


and they are not particularly rich. As | 


regards mater.al rewards—to. which 
even spiritual leaders are not neces- 
sarily indifferent—they have not a 
great deal to offer. And, as the Presi- 
dent of one community pointed out 
to me, there is a world of difference 
between the position of the Roman 
Catholic priest and that of the rabbi, 
The former’ is. celibate, the latter is 
as a matter of course married. The 
former is brought up to a tradition 
of asceticism; the latter. even if he 
himself is res-gned to a life of poverty, 
has no right to demand similar sacri- 
fices from his wife and children. It 
is regrettable but none.the less true

that, by and. large, we tend to get 


what we pay for, and, therefore, it 


is sometimes found that French pro- 
vincial rabbis are not of the highest 
type in their profession. And if they 
are, they seek wider opportunities for 
their talents. “Good rabbis,” said 
my informant rather ruefully, “like 
good Americans, go to Paris.” 
Another factor, too,  militates 
against the recruitment of rabbis of 
eminent stature for French communi- 


ties. Apart from the fact that other 
countries (Switzerland in particular) 
can offer higher material rewards, 


there is the difficulty of religious train- 
ing. The Seminaire Israélite de 
France gives to its pupils instruct'on 
in - all. subjects—mathematics, the 
humanities, Hebréw, comparative 
religions—but these are also taught 
at the State-supported /ycées and 
schools. Some French Jews are ot 
the opinion. that. this is a waste of 
money, since most, if not all, of these 
subjects could be learned = without 
expenditure of communal funds. 


Lost to Judaism 


Others retort that the rabbi-to-be 
cannot be thrown. at an early age 
into a non-Jewish environment with- 
out the risk that he may be lost to 
Judaism. To this the supporters of 
the first argument again reply that 
most French communities are assimi- 
lated (1 use the word in no derogatory 
sense, but merely to convey that in 
their ordinary lives they strive to be 
and are indist.nguishable from other 
French citizens) and that a rabbi from 


what is in effect a.“ ghetto.” with 
beard and peyol, does not “fit in” 
with his more Westernised con- 
gregants.

Treatment 700 Years Ago 


Jews have lived in the city for-many 
centuries and statutes of 1243 throw 
hght on thew treatment at that date, 
which, having regard to the period, 
cannot be regarded as harsh. . Jews 
were forbidden to keep their shops 
open on Sundays and = [Christian] 
Feast days, to lend on pledges of a 
sacred or sacerdotal character, and to 
deal in clothing in such a way as to 
compete unfairly with Christians ; 
they must allow Christians to circulate 
freely in the Jewry, ang_“ together 
with harlots” they must wear a dis- 
tinguishing dress. On the other hand, 
Christians were forbidden to cast 
stones at Jews or filth at their houses, 
or to insult. converted or ‘baptised 
Jews. 

“Nowhere in Christendom,” says 
Thomas Okey,* “were the Jews so 
well treated as in Avignon, and the 
juifs avignonnais formed one of the 
ancient and most famous of 
Hebrew communities: two hundred 
heads of Jewish families took the civic 
oath sworn in 1358 to Innocent VI.”

EN years have passed since 

the Charter of the United 

Nations was adopted at San 
Francisco. Although we know 
today that some of its provisions 
have not worked as well as the 
world expected, it is nevertheless 
undeniable that the adoption of the 
Charter was a great step forward. 
It contains. many progressive ideas 
and introduces. new principles into 
international law. 
new principles are of special con- 
cern to Jews. I am thinking of the 
principle of non-discrimination on 


grounds of. race, sex, language, Or. 


religion, and of the all-embracing 
principle of human rights. 
Articles on Human Rights 


Human Rights are referred to not 
only in the preamble of the Charter, 
but also in five separate Articles, 
namely: Articles 1, 55, 62, 68, and 76. 


The Human Rights Commission is the | 


only one among the many Functional 
Commissions of the United Nations 
which is referred to in the Charter. 
In the Secretariat a special division 
has been established to deal with 
human rights, That is not to say that 
human rights have been secured in 
practice in the world, Far from it, 
progress, jf any, has been very slow ; 
in some respects the world has even 
‘taken retrogressive steps. But it 
remains an important fact that the 
question of human rights has been 
placed on the agenda for all time and 
that the Governments of the world are 
not allowed to forget about It. 

The human rights issue is of par- 
ticular jnterest to Jews who have so 
often—both in distant and in recent 
history——suffered. from denial of such 
rights. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the Jewish non-governmental 
organisations wjth consultative status 
have at all times taken an active part 
in the work of those U.N. bodies 
dealing with problems of human 
rights, especially in the work of the 
Commission on Human Rights. Three 
of these organisations—the Co-ordi- 
nating Board of Jewish Organisations 
(consisting of the Board of Deputies, 
the South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies, and the American B'nai 
B'rith), the Consultative: Council of 
Jewish Organisations (consisting of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, the

American Jewish Committee, and 
the Anglo-Jewish. Association); and 
the World Jewish Congress—have on 
many occasions made concrete and 
constructive proposals which have 
contributed to the work of the Com- 
mission in drafting the’ Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights and 
later the Covenants on Human Rights. 
Not. all their proposals and sugges- 
tions have, of course, been accepted 
by the majority, but even those that 
were not carried did contribute. to 
thought on the human rights problem 
and are by no means dead. 

-. Being so much concerned with the 
development of human rights, ‘the 
Jews of Britain were particularly 
happy that inthe years after the 
Second: World .War~ the British 
Government so often. took the. initia- 
tive in the United Nations on ‘this 
issue. The first draft. for a Human 
Rights Convention was submitted by 
the United Kingdom delegation——and 
in spite of some shortcomings it was 
a good and progressive draft;. its 
basic ideas were supported by. all 
Jewish organisations, although at the 
same. time they all pressed for: more 
effective proposals on its implementa- 
tion, especially for the right of 
petition for individuals or at least for 
non-governmental. organisations. 


A Constructive Document 


France and the United States, too; 
took a positive stand and tried to 
prepare constructive _ document 
covering civil political rights. 
France has been represented on the 
Commission from the: beginning by 
the eminent French Jew (and Presi- 
dent of the Alliance Israélite), Pro- 
fessor René Cassin, now the Chairman 


of the Commission. The United 
States was represented until 1952 by 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, who for 


several years acted as Chairman. 
During its first. sessions the Com- 
mission did much useful. work ; it 
drafted at first the Universal Declara- 
tion, which in 1948 was accepted 
by the General Assembly—-almost 
unanimously, Although the Declara- 
tion has no bindjng force, its impact 
on the world should not be under- 
rated. Its importance has become 
even greater when the Conventions, or 
Covenants, as they are now called, run 
into difficulties. The Cold War cast

its blight also on the Commission on 
Human Rights. In addition, the 
problem. of self-determination. of 
peoples created difficulties.

Thus, the rather simple and 
straightforward draft submitted 
originally. by Britain has been 
changed and enlarged. again and 


again until it has become a lengthy 
and involved document teeming -with 
contentious issues, The United States 
has already declared that it. would 
be unable to accept the Covenants at 
the present, juncture ; Britain, France, 


and. .manv other Western Powers are. 


showing increasing coolness to their 
own brain-child. Whether the Genera! 
the drafts have 
been referred, will be able to sort out 
the difficulties and to prepare ° texts 


which will find a wide and almost uni- 


versal acceptance, remains to be seen. 
Difficult Questions 


It is difficult, however, to be too 
optimistic on this score, We Jews, 
through our organisations, can do little 
to solve the contertious questions. 

That does not mean that the Jewish 
organisations. should cease to be 
active. On the contrary, they can do 
very effective work: They might, to 
some extent, change their activities 
and transfer them from the scene of 
drafting legal texts to new fields where 
human rights could be developed. 

They would not be alone in such 
efforts. The Human Rights Commis- 
sion itself is faced with the same 
Since its establishment the 
Commission has been fully occupied 
with the drafting of international 
instruments, first. the Universal 
Declaration, later the Covenants. Now 
that the draft Covenants have been 
handed over to the General Assembly 
for its final decision, the Commission 
held its first session without the need 
to draft texts. In fact, it appears 
unlikely that the Commission will for 
some years to come have to deal with 
any major aspects of the Covenants. 
There was, of course, some backlog 
from the agenda of previous sessions, 
which had been crowded out by the 
time-consuming drafting of texts, but

When, 
therefore, at the 
Commission, the Americans again 
submitted their programme, this time 
as a working programme for future 
sessions, the majority. supported them 
and adopted at least the principle of 
the proposals, as far as regular reports 
and regular Studies are. concerned. 
The Technical Assistance proposal was 
even adopted in detail, but Russian

Britain's Lead 


In the past Britain used to take the 
lead in human rights matters. Britain 
submitted the - first. draft for the 
Covenant, and during the many vears 
of drafting was alwavs ready with 
new proposals and amendments. With 
regard to the ~ Actions Programme.” 
she. simply said.“ she. did not 
submit amendments or make a'‘terna- 
tive proposals. The unhappy impres- 
sion gained ground that Britain wants 
to deprive the Comm ss on of any pos- 
sibiluy of doing useful: work in. the 
future, perhaps even with the idea of 
abolishing the Commission altogether. 
This impression is no doubt unjustified 

the negative attitude may be due to 
lack of imagination or lack of a sense 
of enterprise. 

Here the Jewjsh organisations in this 
country have an important task. They, 
together with all such non-Jewish 
bodies as are concerned with the 
development of human rights and are 
jealous for the good name of Britain 
in the international community. should 
make tt abundantly clear that they are 
passionately interested in the develop- 


ment of human rights im the world, 
that thev want the Human Riehts 
Commission to continue. and want it 


to be gen constructive work to do, 
They should give much thought to the 
future programme, try to suggest 
improvements to the American pro- 
posals, which have been accepted in 
principle but not vet in detail, and try 
to induce our Government to stop 
sulking and again take the lead which 
is due to Britain as one of the 
countries where human rights are and 
have been so highly developed for a 
very long time.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE PROPOSAL DISCUSSED 
Clergy “ Would Serve Entire Community ” 


From our Correspondent 


The Chairman. of the Council of 
Synagogues, Mr. B. Nagley, initiated 
a discussion on a United Synagogue 
for Merseyside at a meeting last week 
of the executives of local congrega- 
tions convened by the Merseyside 
Jewish Representative Council, whose 
President, Dr. J. J. Lipkin, J.P., was 
in the chair. 


The existence of. a United Synagogue, 
said Mr. Nagley, might be the means 
of avoiding “the opening of different 
Synagogues in different places which 
might or might not be necessary.” 
Pointing to some of the advantages of 
a United Synagogue, he said the clergy 
would be spread in such a way that they 
would serve the entire community. At 
present congregations seemed to be fight- 
ing one another for the right ministers. 

He went on to refer to Allerton 
Congregation, now building a hal! before 
erecting a synagogue. That, in his. view, 
was wrong. They should be building a 


Synagogue and not raising funds to build 
one di a later date, 

Childwall Congregation, continued Mr, 
Nagicy, were going to spend £20,000 on 
a new hall. How it was (o be financed 
WaS nol important, but the community 
would have three halls providing some- 
thing which already exisied. Grove 
Street, Congregation now found its mem- 
bership, dispersed, with only a few Joyal 
members to keep it afloat. But it had 
capital assets of over £10,000 and it did 
not want to die. Supposing Grove Street 
decided to build in the Allerton area! 
Could they see what was going to happen 
if all those factions came along. and 
Said they were going to build ? . Mr. 
Nagiey stressed that with a United Syna- 
gogue individual congregations . would 
sull enjoy autonomy, but if. they were 
not prepared in certain respects to sink 
their. differences nothing could be done. 

Sympathetic approval of the idea was 
expressed by many delegates. There was 
a general desire to hear more details. 

Dr. Lipkin said it. was now up to the 
Officers -the Geuncil of Synagogues 
to bring forward a modus vivendi for 
further consideration and a recommen- 
dation to the community in’ general.

Federation's Contribution 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHronicre 

Sirn,—We. were very disturbed to 
read the detailed report on education. 
in your issue of July 1. Many refer- 
ences are made to the Federation of 
Symagogues, purporting to give facts 
about its contribution towards the 
finances Of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education. . which 
constitutes the gravest distortion ot 
the true facts. 

It is difficult to understand why. the 
President of the United Synagogue should 
go 10 such lengths io attack parent 
organisation. of the London Board. unless 
it as with a view io undermine the effort 
and position of the Federation -of Syna- 
gogues, mm order to gain full control of 
ihe Board 

To deal categorically this letter 
with the. numerous missiatements is 
not practicable. We would ‘contine our- 
selves to the statement that: the Fedéra- 
tion contributes only Its. 6d. per mem- 
ber. Elementary mathematics can soon 
dispose of. this slatement, when the total] 
contribution of the Federation and the 
number of members is taken into 
account. The Slatement by the hairman 
of tie London Board contuined in the 
same: issue of your journal makes it quite 
clear that the Federation is making its 
tull and due contribution and repudiates 
all the allegations made by Mr. Montagu, 

Mr. Montagu has stated: that a con- 
ference ‘will be called, as recommended 
by the United Synagogue Sub-Committee, 
of all concerned; in order to deal with 
the future financial arrangements of the 
Board. This is unilateral action of the 
most extreme type as, if there had been 
a sincere intention to improve the struc- 
ture and finance of the Board, the right 
course of action would have been first 
to. call a meeting.of .the representatives 
of the parent bodies. As -it-.is, on the 
one hand, Mr, Montagu is. protesting that 
ihe Federation does not play. its part, 
and, on the other hand, he gives ‘it the 
greatest rebuff by having a conference 
called without first consulting the Federa- 
tion in.the matter. It is obvious that 
the purpose of the conference -ts merely 
to give Mr. Montagu sweeping powers. to 
control the. Board on -his own. 

References have been made to remarks 
hy Mr. Alfred Woolf, J.P. Although, 
according to the report, he appears to 
admit. that. he -had to some. extent’ suc- 
ceeded: in. obtaining implementation of 
the original: undertaking by the Fedeéra- 
tron of Synagogues, this’ - was .only 
achieved by dint of much bargaining and 
conditioning on ‘his. part.

Forty Years of Struggle 


By CHARLES 


Forty years ago. on July 1, 1915, 
the Ben Uri Art Society was founded 
by an artist of East European origin. 
Mr. Leon Berson. who came to this 
country from Belgium as a refugee 


following the outbreak of the First 
World War. 


Mr. Berson scitied in Blenheim 
Crescent. Notting Hill Gate, and opened 
a school of “Jewish decorative art. 
He was a passionate orator and an 
energeuc propagandis:. and found an 
immediate ally in Morris Myer, the 
editor of the Yiddish paper, Der Zetr, 

Records of these early days are in the 
possession of 74-year -Old Mr. J. Beach, a 
member of the firs: Ben Uri Commitice

The report referred to the rdle that 
the Unmien, through its appointed repre- 
sentatives, had played at the United 
Nations on the questions of racial dis- 
crimination and human rights, and at 
Unesco, to whom the Union had 
appealed for the co-ordination of world 
religious activities, a plan which had been 
accepted by the Cultural Committee of 
Unesco. 

Professor Samuel Cohon, of Cincinnati 
University, defined the rogressive 
Movement’s doctrine and programme as 
(1) God, (2) Torah, (3) Israel, and (4) 
Ritual Observance, but he insisted that 
faith and ritual must be blended. 

An analysis of the trend of Jewish 
religion was presented by M. Edmond 
Fleg.

“DON'T VOTE IN ISRAELI ELECTIONS”
